Growing  In  The  Right  Direction 


In  the  1988-1989  school  year  the  build- 
ing program  at  Cleveland  Community 
College  continued  with  the  addition  of 
the  new  student  activity  center.  This 
facility  will  house  a  new  gymnasium- 
auditorium,  meeting  rooms,  offices, 
classrooms,  a  gameroom,  a  student 
lounge  and  an  indoor  walking  track. 

It  is  expected  that  the  student  activity 
center  will  greatly  increase  student  in- 
volvement at  CCC  by  increasing  the 
space  for  more  active  games  such  as 
basketball,  volleyball  and  jogging.  We 
also  expect  to  have  pool  tables  in  the 
game  room. 


Many  more  club  activities  are  expect- 
ed according  to  Adrian  Wyrick,  Stu- 
dent Government  Association  advisor, 
giving  students  and  faculty  more  op- 
portunity to  get  to  know  each  other 
and  improve  student  faculty  relation- 
ships. 

In  addition  to  the  student  activities 
center,  an  outdoor  ampitheater  has 
been  approved  by  the  board  of  direc- 
tors which  should  be  completed  some- 
time in  1989.  This  new  facility  will  be 
located  just  below  the  activity  center 
and  beside  the  tennis  courts.  The  new 
ampitheater  will  bring  more  communi- 


ty theater  to  CCC  and  to  Shelby  and 
Cleveland  County  as  a  whole.  The 
drama  department  expects  to  see  a 
lot  of  growth  upon  its  completion.

Development  Program 


The  Human  Resource  Development  (HRD)  provides  prevocational  training  and 
counseling  for  unemployed  and  underemployed  adults.  HRD  is  located  in  the 
Learning  Resources  Center  (LRC)  at  Cleveland  Community  College. 

Students  in  the  HRD  program  enroll  for  approximately  seven  weeks  of 
instruction.  The  curriculum  includes  an  orientation  to  the  workplace,  and 
instruction  in  human  relations,  which  are  essential  to  securing  and  maintaining 
employment. 

The  goal  of  the  HRD  program  is  to  prepare  students  for  successful 
performance  in  the  work  force.  The  primary  objective  is  to  reduce 
unemployment  and  underemployment  by  making  it  possible  for  the 
participants  to  become  and  remain  productive  employees. 

Upon  graduation  participants  receive  assistance  with  job  placement  or 
opportunities  for  skills  training.
